Barrett  went  to  he  with  Christ  on  Septem- 
ber 14,  1948. 

In  1937,  Steve  Barrett  completed  his 
training  at  Columbia  Bihle  College.  He 
spent  the  next  nine  years  in  Zuhdand, 
South  Africa,  where  he  met  and  married 
Betty  Sywulka,  class  of  *33. 

Before  Bettv  contracted  tuberculosis,  the 
Lord  gave  them  two  little  girls,  but  in 
June  1946,  the  disease  took  her  life.  Re- 
turning from  Africa  in  the  Spring  of  '47, 
Steve  entered  summer  school  and  in  the 
fall  began  to  complete  work  for  his  M.A.
